THE BAGDAD RAILWAY, 


Oo the sabject of the Bagdad Railway, 
and in regard to the proposal for an entente 
between Great Britain and Germany, a German 
writer describes himself as being concerned 
about the projected railway to the Persian Gulf, 
The line has besn carried throngh-Asia Minor, 
and there are three great sections of it yat to 
be bailt. The first will carry it through the 
mountain ranges that separate the uplands 
of Asia Minor from the plain of the Upper 
Eaphrates ; the second will take it across the 
plain to Bagdad ; the third from Bagdad to 
the Persian Gulf. The- German idea is that 
the railway should be built by German, French, 
and British capita!, bat should be under Ger- 
man control and become an instrament for the’ 
establishment of German inflaence from the 
Sea of Marmora to the Persian Galf, No 
intelligible reason has bsen given why 
British capitalists should make themselves the 
instrament of this extension of German in- 
flaence, least of all why the British Govern- 
ment, which has hitherto bean the only Power 
exercising any important influence in the 
Persian Gulf, should make way for another 
influence in that region. Thé German writer 
suggests that the British Government should 
approach the German Government on~the 
subject. Why? The only view which a 
British beg ec can express, unless it: 
wishes to fiid -itgelf at varianog with ita 
own people; is that ‘the section of the line 
between the Persian Gulf and Bagdad » a 
be ander a British control analogous «td 
German control of the Asia ‘Minor eehion. 
If the German Government wishes tor British 
participation in the enterprise it will make na 
difficulty on that’ score, and if the German 
Government makes diffisalties in this matter 
the only reason can be that it wishes to insist 
on German as distinot from Bri:ish control to 
the Persian Galf termious, 

The proper course for the German Govern- 
ment has been foreshadowed by that Govern- 
ment in its handling of the delicate question 
of ivflaence in Morocco. It is ‘to induce the 
Saltan of Turkey to call a conference 
of the Powers to examine the question of the 
control of the railways. Great Britain, as the 
Power other than Tarkey most interested in fhe 
Persian Golt and its shores,would no doubt be 
glad to send a representative to the con- 
ference on the understanding that her intergatg 
were’ to be respected. What the people of this 
country would like would be some definite evi- 
dence that the spirit and policy of Germany are 
not ao hostile toGreat Britain as they have 
represented to be by writers on both sides of 
the North Sea.. That evidence would consist, 
not in .newspapér articles, of which very few 
reach the British pablio, but in some ection by 
the German Government. Such action might he 
taken in regard. to the Bagdad Railway. A 
German proposal that the Eastern end of it 
shoald be onder British control would do 
more than any namber of speeches and 
articles to convince. the people of this country 
that British/and German relations can be 
brought on to a footing of mutual respect and 
fair play. (“Morning Post.”)

Our Tala Correspondent furnishes the 
following accoont of the Tala outrage, which 
we give with all reserve, certain features. io

The whole force 
camped at Kamsheesh and after ordering 
carriages drove to Dimshawi, where they in- 
tended to shoot pigeons.

FUNERAL OF CAPTAIN. BOLL 


The remains of the late Captain Seymour 
Bull were conveyed to Cairo on a gun carriage 
on Thursday night escorted by ‘a equadron of 
the 6th (Inniskilling) Dragoone, and were 
interred at the British Protestant Cemetery, 
Old Caire, yesterday afternoon. The faneral 
cortége left the Citadel barracks about 5.30 
p.m., and shortly after six o’clock the impress 
ive strains of Handel’s ‘Dead March in Sanl’”’ 
heralded their approach to the cemetery. A 
deep silence fell upon the large crowd which 
awaited the arrival of the sad procession and, 
as the last bars of this solomn march fell upon 
the ears of the assembly, the firing party, with 
their rifles held downwards and under their 
shoulders, came into sight. The music ceased 
for a moment and then there broke forth the 
weird notes of “A Song of the Dead,” a s!ow, 
sad tune of Gaelic character compored by 
Bandmaster Sumner, late of the Royal 
Engineers. Nearer and nearer drew the 
procession, the crowd. stood silent with bared 
heads, the firing party filed into the cemetery, 
and the wreath-laden gon-catriage passed 
between double rows of bandsmen and thw 
mounted escort, until it came to ahalt opposité 
the gate. 

When the wreaths and accoutrements of the 
dead officer were removed, the heavy, black 
bier, shrouded by the Union Jack, was borne 
aloft by six men and carried into the chapel 
for the performance of the first part of the 
service, which was conducted by the Rev. 8. E. 
Smith, who was assisted by the Rev. J. F. 
Hardy, Senior Chaplain to the Forces, who 
read the lesson. The procession then re formed 
and slowly made ita way to the place of burial, 
where the final part of the service was read by 
the Rev. 8. Smith. Ths service ended, the 
order, “Ready, present arms,” were given tothe 
firing party, and rifles were raised for a volley 
over the grave of their regretted captain, After 
the volley the huge crowd lowered their 
heads, and the bugles answered the volley. 
Three times the rifles burst forth, every time 
to be answered by the ‘same last, call of the 
bagles. :

BOATING FATALITY. 


—_—_——_ 


A sad accident occorred in Alexandria har- 
bonr yesterday evening. Four Israelites and 
one native went out about ~7.30. o'clock on 
a boating excursion and had reachad a point 
near the breakwater when the boat capsized 
owing to the high sea prevailing at the time. 
M.M. Manrice Mizrachi and Lieto Baruch, two 
of the party, were precipitated into the water, 
while the three others, Lieto Sousean, Mo- 
hamed Rashdi, and Ibrahim Lebton remained 
in the half-capsizad boat. Maurice Mizrachi 
caught hold of, the boat and c'ang to it for 
a few hours, but at last his strength fai'ed 
him and he sank into the water. The boat 
was final'y righted and returned with 
Sonssan, Rashdi, and Lebton on board.’ The 
bodies of their two companions dirappeared, 
and no trace,of them has yet been found. 


“RABIES IN EGYPT. 


There has been of late years rather an 
alarming. increase in the number of cases of 
rabies in this coantry : 57 cases were reported 
in 1905, a3 compared to 44 casea in 1904 ; 766 
persons were trestedin the Anti Rabio [nsti- 
tute, as compared to 437 in 1904 ; 17 deaths 
occurred from hydrophobia. A law was passed 
last June, which, it is hoped, will, t> a certain 
extent, diminish the increase inthis preventi- 
ble disease. A large nomber of dogs have been 
destroyed. Sir Horace Pinching, however, 
writes :—‘‘Unirss this matter is taken up very 
seriously by the Government, and the regala- 
tione) &c., strictly applied for a considerable 
period of time to come, we may expect a very 
gerioas increase of rabies and hydrephobia in 
the country.” . 

The Government has decided to teke over 
the work connected with the Aunti-Rabic Insti- 
tute at Cairo, which has op to the presant 
been carried on by the Italian Benévolent 
Society. Suitable buildings have been cons- 
tracted. in closs proximity to the laboratories 
of the Sanitary Department, and a competent 
bacteriologist has baen selected to direct the 
Institate. As soon as the installation is ccm- 
pleted, that is to say, very shortly, the Losti- 
tate will be opened, and that of the Italian 
Benevolent Society will be closed. 

* Lord Cromer, in.his Report, says he heartily 

endorses the following remarks tmade by Sir 
Horace Pirching : — : 
“Before taking over this important work 
from the Italian Benevolent Sveiety, I should 
ortant 
services rendered to the country during tha 
past years by the philanthropy of therItalian 
community in Cuire, in undertaking the main- 
tenanca and responsibility .of an Acti-Rabic 
Iustitate.

EGYPT'S TRADE.’ 
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THE IMPORTS FOR APRIL. 


From the 1st Janoary to the 31st Match 
the total imports showed an average monthly 
increase of L E. 140,000 compared with 1905. 
Whilst this figure was not, maintained during 
April, the surplus amounted to over L.E. 
106,000, and we are now L.E. 529,834 to the 
good on the year. 

For the month of April, the totel import 
clearances througa tha. Castoms were valued 
at LE. 1,708,852, against L.E. 1,602,209 
during the same period last year, the main 
movements being a gain of L.E. 140,259 in the 
metal division, and a loss of L.E. 68,101 in 
textiles. : 

With regard to the above mentioned increase 
of L.E. 140,259, iron and iron goods contri- 
bated L.E.- 75,658, locomotives L.E. 22,089, 
and rolling stock L.E. 27,814. Gsrmany made 
some heavy shipments of locomotives during 
the month, her figares being L.E. 31,296 out 
of a total of L.B. 86.924. Belgiam supplied 
iron goods to the extent of L.E. 47,565 and 
rolling stock valued at L.E. 17,814. 

’ Additional clearances of L EB. 28,171 in su- 
gar, and L.E. 8,044 under coffee, practically 


accounted for the gain of L.E. 40,359 in the 


Colonial. produce classification. The total 
imports of sugar sioce the commencement of 
the year aré now 15,991,523 kilograms, against 
10,214,751 during the same period in. 1905, 


the values being’ L.B. 184,615 and L. E./ 
130,326 respectively. These statistics are 


of some interest.“in view of the- present 
condition of the Egyptian sugar industry. 

Although the timber and coal category

The returns for china and glass goods 
amounted to UE.

Cereals, for the first time this year, showed

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THE STRATEGY OF ARABIA. 


BRITAIN AND “THE ENGLISH OF 
THE EAST.” 


Ba«t of Suez the most interesting political 
developme:t is undoubtedly the coming of 
Arabia into the rapidly-extending circle of 
international rivalry. The problem cf the 
Far East has reached its solution for some 
time to come by the recoil of Russia before 
the assertion of Japanese military power, 
while the Central Asian rivalry ot Great 
Britain ahd Ragsian Chauvinism has a'so 
experienced the quiescent effect of the Anglo- 
Japanese alliarc3. 

Bat the debility of Russian Imperialism 
in these directions, aggravated as it is by 
-jnternal commotion, by withholding her from 
an active assertion of her traditional ré!e in 
the Near East, has given an entirely new 


aspect tothe revival of this ancient sutject of | 


international jealousy. 

Not only do we see new actors upon this old 
political stage, as well as former ones in new 
ré'es, bat the scope of the stage itselt has been 
extended from Syria and the Levantine coast 
line to the waters of the Indian Ocean. The 
drama has acquired a vattly greater sweep and 
significance than in those bygove times when 
it centred around what Kinglake decribed as 
an “obscare shrine” in Palestine. 

Rassia still louks longingly from. her sentry- 
ling at Karo towards the Mediterranean be- 
yond Iskandetoon, but with that consistent ill- 
luck which, since 1877, has always p'aced‘a 
greater-dietance betwen hed and the minarets of 
St. Sophia, she is now forced to look on while 
her intended, part in Asia Minor, Syria, and 
Palestine is being taken by & more able actor, 
who, by theadoption of entirely new methods, 
is being weleomed asa permanent institution 
where Kassia could only make her way by 
force of arms, si 

By the assistanceof Germany the Tarkish 
Empire is acqoiring a lease of new life from 
Constantinople to the Red Sea and the Persian 
Galt. .1t-is- a—lease. of ..life, however; which 
is new. in the sense that a dyed garment 
ig new, and. for the foture we must expect 
to find Tarki-h action. throaghout the Near 
East suffused with a strong Teutonic colouring. 

Now, it may be asked, ifthis is the case, 
and if Tarkish’ policy is falling under the 
tutelage ofa far. more cold and calculating in- 
flaence than itself, ia it not somewhat para- 
doxical to find Turki h activity in renewed 
eruption at points so far distant from ite 
centre as upon ite farthest confines, on the 

Persian and Egyptian frontiers, in the Yemen 
and the Persian Gulf, in piace of a less 

nitatious and more natutal revelation on 
the line from Konieh towards the Mesopots- 
mian plains ? 

Bat, after all,. the explanation is simple. 
While Russian disdrganisation promises a 
prolonged breathing apace.in the north, where, 
moreover, the *kilometric guarantees for the 
Bagdad Railway is still inadequate, it. wae of 
paramount,importance to check the anwmia 
which, waa. attacking the.rale of: the. Sultan to 
the south and east, if. Torkish tenancy. was 
to be of any fature use to its patron. It is for 
this reason that we hava lately been witnessing 
a remarkable push. of.Ottoman interests Ft 
Akaba, at. Passoah onthe Persian frontier, at 
Koweit on the Gulf, as well as the more 
vigorous resamption of operations against the 
present revolt in the Arabian provinces. : 

It is the political future of Arabia and its 
people which forms the dominant keynote to 
the farther development of the near Eastern 
question, now extending from the Cancasus to 
the Indian .Qeean, and definitely embracing 
the great trade railway roates of the fature 
between EKarope and the,.East. Its position 
both on the flank of Persia and the sea 
route to the Indies confers upon it a strategic- 
al importanee which it is.impossible to ignore 
in the approaching struggle for supremacy in 
this part of:the world, and there .can be little 
doubt is destined to bring the country and 
its energetic inbabitanta,into a position of fer 
greater prominenc? than they have erjoyed 
for centuries since tha days of their victorious 
Caliphs, : 

It is at th’s pcint I wish ‘o insist very 
strongly upon the importsnce of a factor 
which, if less reccg:isable, will assnredly 
exerciae a most important influence. upon tle 
fature strife ot interests in this direction—the 
personnel of this wonderful Arab race. To 
ignore this influence upen coming events will 
be to commit a political error of tho gravest 
kind. Let-me speak of these people as I 
know them. | 

In spite of their namerous divisions, and 
the wild existence led by many of the tribes, 
it ia a great miatake to suppose that the Arabs 
are, as a whole, forgettol of their great national 

traditions, or indifferent to the fature of their 
race, ‘This has been sufficiently proved by 
the present, widespread movement against the 
Turke, upon whom they have already inflicted 
several serious defeats. In addition to this 
national spirit the intellectual development of 
the race ig much higher thanis usnally as- 
sumed. Even in the deserts children are 
sedulously taught to read, write, and cipher, 
while in the towns there are excellent higher 


. schools-to satiety the teste for scientific pur-} 


suits. Thag the fire of Arab patriotiem -burns 
as intelligently, no Jess. than -as brightly, as 
ever, dod Qhare are numbers like the Waha- 
bees, who’still look forward with ardour to the 
aaron of their race. 
A belief\in their futore is strengthened by 
the fact that, in direst contrast to all other 
taces who have fallen from their former high 
estate, the Arabs Yetain to-day all the virility 
and stronnous qualities of mind and body 
which carried them. to conquest and. empire 
onder Mahommed and. his. successors. ‘There 
ste many who display.the same masterly capa- 
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city that orce enabled them to play so domi- 
nant @ part in the world’s history, when they 
advanced in a constant career of victory to 
found great dominions in Asis, Africe, and 
Spain. The world should remember that this 
same pe »ple were the great teachers in arts and 
sc’ences, and what the colleges of Bagdad were 
to Asia the famous University of Cordova, with 
its numerous academies and schools, was for 
Europe. Students from all countries flocked to 
their teaching, and in their public libraries— 
one of them aaid to contain 600,000 volames— 
were to be found important works on geogra- 
phy, history, philosophy, medicine, physics, 
mathematics, and especially” arithmetic, geo- 
metry, and astronomy. 

T’o this once rich and many-sided lifeamong 
the Arabs their present condition, with its 
naturaily comparative intellectual poverty, 
offers a striking contrast. The brutal fanaticism 
of the T'arks har, indeed, stifled the intellectual 
development ot Western Atia, which is now 
awaiting its reawakening to a freer and higher 
existence. In Arabia, at any rate, the first steps 
are already being taken. ‘The spirit of inde- 
pendence js as virile as ever, while those in- 
trepid reformerr, the Wahabees, hold frequent 
meetings in many parts of the country, and 
would eagerly embrase tha first opportunity of 
restoring-their former-patriotic ra'e. This was 


marked by strict. and impartial justice, re- | 


formed religion and morals, while crime was 
severely punished and a highly efficient system 
of police was established throughout the land, 
enabling caravans and travellers to journey 
apon all thé roads in perfect security. 

Had the Wahabée power continued, Arabia 
would probably have been a high’y civilised 
and floarishing Mohamedan country at the 
present day. But wher, in 1818, the Tarks 
destroyed all this fresh machinery of Arab 
Civilisation, they substituted nothing in its 
place: 

It is in relation to these people, who have 
been called “the Eaglish of the East,” the 
traders and fighters of that part of the world, 
and the rightfal owners ofa coantry of about 
1,000,000 square miles in extent, that Great 
Britain.will bold.an immense advantage over 
any rivalry which seeks to advance in the 
wake of the hated Turk. Hitharto oar relations 
with the Sultan of Turkey have prevented 
our doing much for Arabia ard its people, 
and not long since tha Britizh Government 
actually removed:-an officer commanding at 
Aden for a: too sympathetic interference in 
Arabian politics. 

Nevertheless, our influence with the Arabs, 
in spite of our rigorous action against the slave 
trade and piracy, is very considerab!e, for they 
are thorongh'y convinced, as ore of their own 
writers observed. only recently, that “the. 
British are the only Western people who Can 
be trusted.” ‘Thas the Suitan of Oman, whose 
role extends from the Galf of Oman, at the 
entrance of the Persian Golf, as far west: as 
Dhofar, has placed himself under British pro- 
tection; in emalation of his kina man, the 
Sultan of Zvozibar, once, likewise, a portion 
of the former’ Atabian Empire. 

“We do rot forget,” said a high-class Arab 
to a British officer recently, ‘that you English 
are a great Mohamedan aa well asa Christian 
Power. We know well all that you have done 
for the people in India and Egypt, and it is. 
your great jastice and toleration which have 
won our respect and trast, You believe in 
the Bible; we believe in the Koran ; bat you 
do not try to force us to accept your Bible.” 

The present power of the Turk in Arabia is 
practically’ limited to a fringe of the country 
on the west, comprising the shores of the Red 
Sea and a tract’ on the north-east, bordering 
the Persian Galt. But the influence of Turkey 
in Aravia, which was so largely dependent upon 
the occupation of Cairo, declined with the loss 
of Egypt, and bas no actual existence to-day 
beyond her outposts. In fact, the Arabs of the 
interior, if we except the invasion of Mehemet 
Aly early in 1800, have never been conquered. 
They have maintained their freedom and 
spirit of independence from the dawn of their 
history, and the anion of all the tribe: under 
an. able leader would strikea deadly blow at 
the remnant of Turkish power in the country. 

The Sultan covld net be guilty of more 
mistaken tactics than those of the Tabab 
description, which would exd in bringing the 
assistance of Great Britrin to the cause of 
Arab patriotism. Turkey’s hold upon Arabia 
has long bean uncertain and wavering, and 
a'though she is now building a strategic rai: way 
to the Yemen, which the Germans are financing 
for their own alterior motives, she can never 
hope to counteract the strategical position: of 
Great Britain in Ezypt or the icflaence which 
wa have developed, throngh onr long conti- 
nued and: sympathstic relationships, with the 
Arab, people both in Arabia and on the African 
east coast. 

Onrinternational rivals are at last making a 
serious, if sarreptitioas endeavoar to establish 
themselves firmly in the great military posi- 
tion of Arabia, and thongh at present we hold 
a good. many of the cards, we must watch and 
resolutely check every attempt as it develops 
to place us ata disadvantage on oor great 
highway to India and the East. (‘‘Anglo-

It is stated here-that the Egyptian command 
is to be raised again toa major general's 
substantive one, with the usval staff. 

To-day Colosel 8. G. Bird completed his 
four years in command of the 1st Battalion 
Royal Dablin Fusiliers at Alexandria. As 
already intimated in these notes, he will be 
succeeded by Major and Brevet Lieutenant 


| Colonel A. W. Gordon, second in command of 


the 2nd Battalion at Battevant, Ireland. 

lt is officially intimated that Major H. E. 
Taylor, Ist Battalion Royal Berkshire Regi- 
ment, Dutlin, has passed the tactical test 
required for promotion to the rank of lieute- 
nant colonel. Major Taylor has already 
qualified as a second in command, and he had 
the advantage of having seen a good deal 
of the genuine game in the Sadan, 1383 
(was present at the bloody, affair at Tofrek, 
where the valour of the old 66th snatched a 
victory-from defeat), on thé Sudan frontier, 
1885-86, and in the South African war. _ 

By the retirement of Major Valentine George 
Whitla, the 8rd King’s Own Hossars loses an 
officer of wide and varied experience; for he 
has served in the Navy, ‘the Militia, and the 
Army. As midshipman of the Sultan, he’went 
through the short but suoceesful campaign 
against Arabi Pacha in 1882, taking part in 
the bombardment of Alexandria and the sub- 


seqaent operations of the Naval Brigade on} 


shore. After a brief associations with the anxi- 
liary forces, he entered the 2nd Dragoon 
Guards in 1885, and held the adjatancy. of the 
regiment for a long period. Daring the Dongola 
Expedition of 1896 he took--part in - several 
engagements, which secared for him mention 
in despatches, the Khedive’s medal, with twé 
clasps, and the English medal. In 1698 he was 
promoted major in the 8rd Hussars, and two 
years later served through the South African | 
campaign, for which he was awarded the medal’ 


with four clasps.

Captain A. P. Churchill, Essex Regiment, 
who joins the Khedive’s Army, has served in 
the gallant ‘Pompadours” since January, 1896, 
and commanded a company for the past four 
years. He was engaged in the South African 
War, and in the latter part of the campaign 
was employed’ with the Mounted Infantry 
operating in Orangé& River Colony (Queén’s 


medal with three clasps, King’s medal with

Quartermaster and Honorary Lieutenant J. | 
T. Field, 2nd Battalion Royal Berks Ragi- 
ment, Khartoom, has been granted the hono- 
rary rank of captain on completing the pre- 
soribed period of ten years’ commissioned ser- 
vice. Captain Field saw service in the Kaffir 
War of 1877-78 (medal with clasp). 


Second Lieutenant A,G.W. Sharpe, of the 
2nd Battalion Réyal Berke Regiment, has been 
given his second star. He obtained his commis- 
sion in November, 1903. 


Rear-Admiral George de C. Egerton, 0.B., 
has been selected to succeed Rear-Admiral 
Sir A. B. Milne, Bart., as second in com- 
mand of the Atlantic Fleet. Rear-Admiral 
Egerton has been in the naval service since 
December, 1866, and reached flag rank fifteen 
months ago. He served in the Arctic expe- 
ditions of 1875-76 (meda!), and in the naval 
brigade which Sir Harry Rawson landed from 
the St. George—of which he was then flag 
captain—in 1895, to punish a rebel Arab 
chieftain, M’buruk, and which resulted in the 
capture of his stronghold and its destruction 
(medal with M’weli on rim), and the follow- 
ing year he was at the bombardment of the 
Sultan of Zanzibar’s Palace, aca in 1896 ac- 
companied Sir Harry’s naval brigade to Benin, 
the “City of Blood,” to revenge the murder 
of the British political party by the king of 
that place (medal with clasp, and C.B.). He 
also holds the R.H.S. bronze medal for 
saving the life of a boy, who had fallen over- 
board in Gibraltar Bay in 1872. 


The latest ramour in connection with the 
reported contemplated reduction of the Royal 
Field Artillery is, that a large number of the 
batteries will be redaced from the present s)x- 
gun establishment to a four-gan establishment. 
This if carried ont all over the Royal Field 
Artillery would have the same effect as the 
abolition ot 45 batteries. In service circles the 
scheme of reduction and of raising militia field 
batteries is severely condemned.
